Brazil Has New 
Flood Disaster 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil AP 
— A house and two apartment 
buildings collapsed like falling 
dominoes down a hillside in a 
fashionable Rio suburb Sunday 
night after 24 hours of rain. 
By midmorning today 
22 
bodies had been recovered from 
the huge pile of debris, firemen 
at the scene said, but there was 
no reliable Information on the 
number of persons missing. 
Newspapers 
and neighbors 
speculated that as many as 100 
persons might have been buried 
when the buildings 
crashed 
down the hillside in a chaii. 
reaction. 
Authorities estimated from 12 
to 15 persons had been rescued 
from the apartment houses but 
there was no definite figure. 
"I believe there must be tens 
of others buried In the wreck­ 
age," said Dr. Rider L»etti#ri, 
the first doctor to reach the dis­ 
aster scene. 
The continuous rains caused 
the death of at least 13 other 
persons, most of them in Rio's 
hillside slums, and left more 
than 675 homeless throughout 
the state of Guanabara. 
A hundred persons were re­ 
ported injured in a train derail­ 
ment between 
Rio and 
Sao 
Paulo. 
Gov. Francisco Negrao de 
Lima said quick action in clear­ 
ing Mocked storm drains helped 
hold down the death toll. He 
said the downpour was heavier 
than the heaviest rains of the 
four • day deluge of January 
1966 which took the lives of 184 
Rio residents.

"I am running this investiga­ 
tion, not the President, not the 
attorney general," said Garri­ 
son. 
"I'm in charge of the opera­ 
tion and we've made a lot of 
progress working this way.

Asked what the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation is doing 
about Garrison's probe, an FBI

"I will say this, that from our 
inquiry into the matter, there is 
no question at all that other in­ 
dividuals were involved in the 
initial planning in the New Or­ 
leans area which culminated in 
the death of President Kenne­ 
dy.” 
In Miami, a Cuban exile, Ber­ 
nard Torres, 32, who helped the 
Secret Service guard President 
Kennedy in Miami four days 
before the assassination, said 
Garrison had engaged him to 
look into the background of 
some Cubans reported to have 
been with Oswald shortly before 
the shooting in Dallas. 
Torres said he believes the 
Warren commission — which 
said its exhaustive investigation 
showed there was no credible 
evidence that anyone else was 
implicated — will be proved 
incomplete. 
In San Diego, Melvin Belli, an 
attorney, said Oswald and Jack 
Ruby, the man who slew Oswald 
after Kennedy's death, were in 
New Orleans at the same time 
but it was just a coincidence.

Unidentified flying objects are reported sighted 
at some point in the United States almost daily* 
After a flurry several years ago, little 
was 
heard of them until recently* Interest has been 
revived. 
The air force has debunked them for years with 
a variety of explanations of what people were 
really seeing* Many persons do not accept them* 
So many objects are flying around in the atmos­ 
phere these days that vagueness about any single 
occurrence may be understandable. 
Some of these objects have been identified as 
swamp gas, airplanes, a meteor and more re­ 
cently a piece of a Russian rocket. 
The air force keeps a file of sightings and this 
must have grown into one of the largest volumes 
on record. 
It has been reluctant to authorize any study of 
the sightings for fear it would lend official 
credibility to flying saucer reports. 
It is now casting aside this reservation and 
jpqiHngr a move which deserves public support. 
The air force has signed a contract with the 
University of Colorado for a 15-month study of 
the flying saucers. 
To avoid any charges that 
it influenced the finds or in any way prejudiced 
the study, the National Academy of Science has 
agreed to review the results. 
There have been frequent charges that the air 
force “knew all about flying saucers but would 
not tell the public.“ 
The new approach, which has been a long time 
in coming, should reduce a credibility gap in the 
federal establishment, which existed long before 
the Americans were familiar with the term. 
Now if there was just some way to reduce the 
numerous gaps that exist here on the ground.

Mars Manufacturing Co. of Asheville, N. C., 
makes out of paper such things as children’s 
dresses, women’s everyday and formal dresses, 
eternity dresses, jump suits, hats, tote bags, 
vests, pajamas, and even bathing suits. 
Lper appdrel fs fire resistant if it is not 
washed or dry-cleaned. Priced appropriately, 
the paper garments are made to be worn several 
times and then thrown away. 
Another new 
wrinkle is the canned dress. 
Leading department stores in New York and Chi­ 
cago already are selling a choice of six Paris 
models in a can, complete with individual can 
opener. 
These models are advertised as “tin 
freshest dress in the world.’* 
The miniskirt has created problems for hosiery 
manufacturers.

A Navy officer proposes that 
high 
schools 
promote 
safe driving among teen-agers 
by 
making 
auto* rallies and gymkhanas 
inter­ 
scholastic sports. 
Writing in Traffic Safety, a publication of the 
National Safety Council, Lt. Cmdr. R. D. Bishop 
suggests that efforts to excel in exacting inter­ 
school competition would make youngsters alert 
and precise drivers. 
He offers these definitions of the events he would 
like 
to 
see take 
their place with football, 
swimming and the shot put in high school sports 
programs: 
The rally is a time-speed-distance navigational 
contest with each car crewed by a driver and a 
navigator. The team must maintain a specified 
average speed while negotiating a round-about- 
route. 
The gymkhana is a closed-course driving-skill 
event that involves maneuvering through a course 
marked out by obstacles - a sort of slalom for 
cars. Events like these are often held in super­ 
market or shopping center parking lots. 
Unlike their European counterparts, American 
rallies and gymkhanas are designed for any type 
car with a minimum of equipment. 
“A rally teaches a driver to control his car 
smoothly and precisely while closely observing 
the road and surrounding landmarks,’’ writes 
Cmdr. Bishop. He notes that rallies also teach 
drivers to maintain average speeds, and that 
gymkhanas show young drivers how to solve 
various control problems. 
“If this 
national rally-gymkhana program 
reaches full development along the lines of a new 
inter-scholastic sport, additional benefits will 
accrue...for once, there will be respect for the 
exceptionally good driver and a general under­ 
standing of the techniques he has mastered,'* 


MAKES YOU WONDER, DOESN’T IT? 
The payroll deduction for your Social Security 
has been increased starting January 1, 1967, to 
4.4 per cent based on earnings up to $6,600. 
Since the Standard makes an equal contribution 
to your Social Security, the company's payment 
will also increase on that date. 
In 1966, you paid 4.2 per cent on $6,600 or a 
total of $277.20 to the Social Security fund. In 
1967, with the .2 per cent increase, you will pay 
$290.40 into the fund. If you make $6,600 or more 
a year, you and the company put in $580.80 
each year as a total. 
Let's explore this payment a little further. 
Suppose you just started work here and your 
age was 21, and suppose you work until you are 
65. 
If there were no more increases in Social Se­ 
curity payments, that would mean total contribu­ 
tions by you and the company of $25,555.20 during 
the 44 years of your employment. 
If the contributions were placed in a trust fund 
accruing 4 per cent interest per year, the interest 
over 44 years would amount to approximately 
$22,500. That means at age 65, you would have at 
least $48,055 in your account. With that amount 
of money in the bank drawing 4 per cent interest, 
you could withdraw $160 per month for the rest 
of your life in interest alone and never touch the 
principal. 
If you chose to spend all you had accumulated 
in your account, you could draw about $560 a 
month for 10 years before you ran out of funds 
and in addition you could work and earn as much 
as you pleased without losing this income! 
The maximum amount payable now under So­ 
cial Security is between $124.00 and $135.90 a 
month.

Missouri 
is showing great interest in re- 
flectorized paint these days. 
There is a proposal before the legislature to 
use the paint on automobile license plates and to 
require motorists to display the plates on the 
front and rear of cars instead of using a single 
plate. 
Reflectorized paint not only makes the plates 
easier to read at night, it is a safety factor. 
Minnesota 
discovered that the plates, 
which 
gleam when a light shines on them, 
reduced 
rear end collisions. 
Missouri’s narrow highway bridges are being 
outlined with reflective paint under a 
new 
safety program by the state highway depart­ 
ment. 
The paint will be used on 3,200 bridges. It 
is being applied to end posts and the edge of 
bridge railings. 
The project is expected to cost $90,000. 
The painted areas are visible at night 
as 
soon as car’s headlights shine on them giving 
its driver an immediate view of the 
bridge 
outline. 
All bridges will be painted which aren’t two 
feet wider than the road. 
This spurt in interest in reflectorized paint 
probably is no coincidence. 
Minnesota Mining and Manufacturing is lo­ 
cating a new reflectorized materials manu­ 
facturing plant in Nevada, Mo. 
The use by the state of reflectorized paint 
probably is its way of saying welcome to the 
company, whose headquarters are in St. Paul. 
All Missourians approve of the greeting.

ACE 
The driver who creeps along 
as if he were going to a fu­ 
neral may be doing just that, 
the 
Catholic 
Digest states. 
Drivers traveling 20 mph below 
the 
average 
speed have 
twice 
as many accidents as 
drivers going 20 mph above 
it. 
Safety experts now rate 
the slowpoke 
more 
deadly 
than the drinker or the speeder. 
Electronic timers set up 
to 
measure average traffic speed 
show that motorists driving the 
average speed have an accident 
rate 
slightly less than 100 
crashes per 100 million miles of 
driving measured. At 20 mph 


below the average speed, the 
accident rate shoots 
up to 
1,050. 
At 20 mph above the 
average speed, the 
accident 
rate is about 500 -- less than 
half that of slow drivers. 
As speed decreases, number 
of accidents increases. At 30 
mph below average speed, the 
accident rate soars to 8,000. 
The theory now is that it is 
not the speed but the variance 
of speeds on a highway that 
matters. If all cars traveled 
at about the same speed, they 
would never overtake 
and 
pass one another 
and there 
would be far fewer mishaps. 
Statistics 
are 
difficult to 
gather on the 
slow 
driver 
because he often goads others 
into 
impatience - and acci­ 
dents. The slowpoke may go 
merrily on his way and never 
be counted. 
The good driver always keeps 
the cars around him in mind. He 
helps traffic flow around him in 
mind. He helps traffic 
flow 
smoothly, never obstructs it. 
He does what other drivers ex­ 
pect 
him to do. 
The 
bad 
driver acts as if he has the 
only car on the road. He pokes 
along too slow for the traffic 
tempo or clogs a fast lane. He 
hesitates at turns or intersec­ 
tions, so you can't tell who 
should go first. He gets in the 
way and sets up 
accidents. 
The slow driver can literally 
wreck 
progression througha 


signal system. 
Traffic lights 
may be snychronized to move 
traffic steadily, but "the too- 
slow driver delays enough to 
meet a 
red light at every 
intersection. But the slowpoke 
is at his worst on superhigh­ 
ways. 
Nearly all states have 
laws 
making slow speed a punish­

offense. 
But

arms to Turkey 
with 
no corresponding UJS. 
ship­ 
ments to Greece. 
Both countries are members 
of NATO, but the U. S. Air 
Force has 10,000 troops in

Recently the Pentagon sold

Algeria have been arguing bit­ 
terly over a boundary dispute. 
It has also sold fighter planes 
to Latin • American nations 
which even under the most re­ 
mote circumstances are under 
no danger from outside attack. 
As a result of the defense de­ 
partment's sales force, huge 
profits have been raked in by 
General Dynamics, Lockheed 
and 
McDonnell. 
General 
Dynamics had collected over 
$1 billion alone on the overseas 
sales of its F-U fighter plane.

How CIA 'Works' With Amer­ 
ican Labor Leaders. 
Washington, D. C.: — Cer­ 
tainly the Central.Intelligence 
, Agency and the American labor 
movement have cooperated. 
Alliances 
between 
the in- 
telllgence communities 
and 
union federations 
are stan- 
dard operating procedure in 
virtually all the free nations of 
the globe. 
There must be such 
joint 
action in order to neutralize the 
Communist World Federation 
of Trade Unions (WFTU) head- 
quartered in Prague. This WF- 
TU is the "conduit of Commu­ 
nist money and manpower pour­ 
ing into all continents in a 
drive to capture unions 
and 
sabotage democratic govern­ 
ments,” former CIA Director 
Allen Dulles once told me. 
Inside American labor, co­ 
operation with the CIA pri- 
vately is considered a badge 
of honor. There's 
been such 
intimate relations between the 
two apparatuses on a vast inter­ 
national front - and with labor 
leaders headquartered in Wash­ 
ington, New York, Chicago, De­ 
troit, San Francisco and even 
Denver.

This is not diffi­ 
cult for the CIA - it certainly 
has a fine labor division, or­ 
ganized in the late forties. 
There was - and is - one 
small national union which was 
just the outfit to move into the 
fight. It did. 
But during this period 
its 
erudite president came up for 
re • election. He won. It takes 
money to run union campaigns. 
The incumbent obtained funds 
from labor sources, much the 
same as his colleagues found 
such financing available ever 
since the ladies garment work­ 
ers* 
Dave 
Dubinsky helped 
Walter Reuther capture 
the 
United Auto Workers back in 
1946 in Atlantic City. 
As a result ot the victory of 
the 
CIA’s 
friend, reports 
flared 
that his campaign was 
financed by the "invisible gov­ 
ernment” - which even Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr. says (toes not 
exist. 
The chap most responsible for 
spreading this story is the in­ 
tense 
and 
didactic 
Victor 
Reuther, ywinger brother 
of 
the 59 • year - old Walter. 
Victor has spoken of it free­ 
ly. He protests what he terms 
is CIA interference in the Amer­ 
ican labor movement. 
Recently I discussed the mat­ 
ter with Sen. Fulbright. The 
gentleman from Arkansas says 
his Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee 
will 
probe the 
report. 


The other day I talked with 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy. He as­ 
serted he would push for a probe 
of the story because he feels 
"CIA has gotten careless about 
domestic affairs.” 
"I’m concerned about 
the 
domestic CIA activities,” said 
the sol on from Minnesota. “I 
want to know if the CIA has in­ 
terfered in the domestic labor 
movements 
or if it has con­ 
fined Itself to the international 
field alone. 
"If 
the latter is true, I’m 
not concerned too much with 
foreign operations. But I want 
to know.” 
Probably the House Commit­ 
tee on Education and Labor will 
take a good look, too, if some 
of its members, such as Frank 
Thompson, chairman of , the 
Domestic Study Groups1 have 
their way.

French • speaking Africa - all 
the way from Dakar to Addis 
Ababa. 
In Ethiopia Emperor Haile 
Selassie has pledged 
to do­ 
nate 3,000 square meters oo 
which the council will build a 
labor headquarters for CELU 
- Confederation of Ethiopian 
Labor Unions - which has two 
small offices and three type­ 
writers when I was there. But 
it will be a free labor move­ 
ment. 
American 
labor 
action is 
panoramic. 
Im Mombasa, Kenya, the in­ 
ternational longshoremen have 
a dockwalloping team teach­ 
ing the Africans how to run an 
efficient waterfront. In Nairo­ 
bi there is an American • fi­ 
nanced sewing 
fectory; 
in 
Kampala, Uganda, there is a 
labor college; in Lagos there 
is a machine and automotive 
labor parts school; in Zambia 
the AFL-CIO is aiding Presi­ 
dent Kenneth Kaunda, one of the 
best friends the UJB. has. 
In Latin- America, the coun­ 
cil's counterpart, the Ameri­ 
can Institute for Free Labor 
Development, launched by la­ 
bor and management (GM and 
fiie Grace Co., for example), 
is building three • room apart­ 
ments which can be bought for 
$380 down and $24.16 a month. 
Disease, hunger and hopeless­ 
ness are fought as well as the 
Communists. 
I have been there. I have 
spoken to the hopeless one year 
and found them strong, free men 
the next. In all this, the CIA 
is of 
no 
importance. Only 
humanity is.

Whether you serve lamb or 
ham for Easter dinner, plan to 
make a cake for dessert. If 
there are small children in the 
family, then 
by all 
means 
make it a bunny cake. It can be 
the centerpiece for the table 
and if kept 
as a surprise it 
may be almost as exciting as 
the Easter basket. For 
the 
bunny cake you'll need a cast 
or heavy aluminum 
mold, 
available 
in many houseware 
departments. 
Bunny cake; 
2 cups sifted flour 
2 1/2 teaspoons baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/2 cup margarine 
1 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
2 eggs 
3/4 cup milk 
Grease and flour 1 standard 
bunny mold - half mold should 
hold 3 1/2 cups water. Sift 
flour, baking powder and salt 
together; set aside. Blend mar­ 
garine with sugar and vanilla. 
Blend eggs, one at a time. Mix 
in sifted dry ingredients, 
in 
three additions, 
alternately 
with milk. Pour into bottom 
half of bunny mold.

Joint Committee 
Cool to Tax Hike 


WASHINGTON 
AP - P resi­ 
dent Johnson's tax increase pro­ 
posal is in trouble with the first 
congressional 
committee 
to 
consider it. 
That Senate-House Economic 
Committee is a study unit with­ 
out legislative power. But three 
oi its members sit on the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
and three on the Senate Finance 
Committee, the two that do 
have legislative power over tax­ 
es. 
One source close to the Joint 
Economic Committee predicted 
flatly that its report would kill 
Johnson's proposal for a 6 per 
cent surcharge on most income 
taxes effective July 1. 


Others would not go so far. 
The trend of questioning at still- 
incomplete 
hearings 
on the 
President's 
economic report 
indicates a number of members 
have not made up their minds. 
The weight of testimony by 
nongovernment witnesses has 
been against a tax boost. Most 
outside economists questioned

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Claim 
every exemption you rightfully 
can in filing your 1966 income 
tax return since each one means 
$600 knocked off your taxable 
income. 
This is true for yourself, your 
wife, and your dependents. But 
the rules on exemptions vary, 
particularly the rules on 
de­ 
pendents. 
A wife is not 
con­ 
sidered a dependent for income 
tax purposes. 
Everyone filing a return gets 
$600 exemption for himself If 
he Is under 65, $1,200 if he Is 
65 or older, and an extra $600 
if he is blind. He gets the same 
for his wife but only up to 
a 
point. 
He gets a $600 exemption for 
h is wife only if she files 
a 
joint return with him, whether 
o r not she had income or, if 
she had no income, she fails to 
file jointly with him and she is 
not a dependent of another tax­ 
payer. 
If she had $600 or more in­ 
come, she must file a return, 
either separately or jointly with 
h er 
husband. 
If 
she files 
separately, she takes her $6QQ 
exemption on her return, he 
takes his on his return. 
If a wife had any income 
at 
all - say it was less than $600 
and therefore didn't require a 
return from her - her husband 
can claim no exemption for her 
unless she files jointly with 
him. 
Failure to file jointly 
in a case like that is throwing 
away all or a part of a $600 
exemption. 
If the wife died any time 
in 
1966 and the husband did not 
rem arry in that year, he can 
claim a $600 exemption for her 
and file a joint return. So much 
on m arried couples. 
Now for dependents. 
A de­ 
pendent could be your 
child, 
stepchild, adopted child, parent, 
o r some other relative, or even 
a friend. 
But you get no extra 
exemption for a dependent be­ 
cause he is over 65 or blind. 
There is one well-known test - 
called the support test - 
on 
whether you can claim a p er­ 
son as a dependent: 
Did you 
contribute more than half his 
support in 1966? 
F or instance: You can claim 
as a dependent your child who 
was born or died in 1966, if you 
m et the test for that part of the 
year in which he lived, even if 
a new-born child lived only a 
minute. 
But you cannot claim 
as a dependent a stillborn child, 
which means dead when born. 
Age 19 is 
important in 
de­ 
ciding whether you can claim 
a child, adopted child or step­ 
child as a dependent. 
Remember: Anyone under or 
over 19 who had $600 or more 
income of his own in 1966 must 
file his own return and take his 
own exemption on that return. 
But- 
Suppose you had an under-19 
child for whom you met the sup­ 
port test. You could claim him 
as a dependent, take a $600 or 
m ore income and taken his own 
$600 exemption on his retu rn - 
and you wouldn't have to report 
his Income on your income. 
The test there is whether you 
contributed more than half the 
support of this under-19 child. 
But the rule Is different if he 
was 19 or over and had 
$600 
o r m ore Income, even though 
in his case you also met the 
support here. 
In his case you 
couldn't 
claim him as a dependent - 
even thouitf) you contributed to 
m ore than half his support - 
unless he was a full-tim e stu­ 
dent. 
And he couldn’t be con­ 
sidered one if he had a full­ 
tim e job during the day and went 
to school at night or 
took 
correspondence courses. 
But you could claim a 
$600 
exemption for him If 
he 
qualified as a full-tim e stu­ 
dent • no m atter how much his 
Income - and got more 
than 
half his support from you. 
Suppose your dependent child 
won a scholarship. 
You 
can 
ignore Its value in 
figuring 


whether you paid more 
than 
half your child's support. 
You could claim a friend as 
a dependent if he lived 
in 
your home the full year and 
you met the support test. But 
you couldn't make the claim , 
even though he got more than 
half his support from you, if 
he had taxable income of $600 
or m ore. 
Following is a list of other 
relatives whom you could claim 
as a dependent but only If you 
provided more than half 
the 
support for that relative 
and 
he did not have as much as $600 
in taxable income in 1966: 
Your grandchild, great-grand­ 
child, and so on; your 
legally 
adopted child or stepchild, but 
not the latter*s descendants; 
your brother or sister; 
your 
parents, grandparents, or other 
direct ancestors, but not 
a 
foster parent; your stepfather 
or stepmother; your niece or 
nephew, meaning a son 
or 
daughter of your brother 
or 
sister; and such in-laws as 
your father-, son-, daughter-, 
brother-, or sister-in-law . 
Generally, you could not claim 
them as dependents if they lived 
Qvfirt$as*. unless they were U.S. 
citizens. 
Death or divorce does not end 
any of the above relationships. 
F or example: 
Suppose 
your 
wife is dead or divorced. 
You 
can continue to claim her father 
- your father-in-law - as a 
dependent if he fits the rules 
given above. 
A relative doesn't have to live 
with you for you to claim him 
or her as a dependent. For in­ 
stance: 
You may have 
been 
paying more than half the sup­ 
port of your father who is living 
with your brother. 
But if any of these relatives 
had taxable Income of $600 or 
more you could not claim him 
as a dependent, even though you 
did contribute more than half 
his support. 
If he had $600 or more taxable 
income, he would have to file 
his own return and take his own 
$600 exemption there. 
That raises some other ques­ 
tions. 
If one of the relatives listed 
above had nontaxable income - 
say $700 to Social 
Security 
payments - could you 
claim 
him as a dependent? 
Suppose that relative 
with 
$700 in social security pay­ 
m ents banked the money and did 
not use It to live on. You could 
claim him as a dependent if you 
met the support test. 
But if he spent some or all 
of it to support him self, then 
you’d have to decide whether 
your support was more than 
half the support he got from 
that non-taxable $700.

today 
22 
bodies had been recovered from 
the huge pile of debris, firemen 
at the scene said, but there was 
no reliable information on the 
number of persons missing. 
Newspapers 
and neighbors 
speculated that as many as 100 
persons might have been buried 
when the buildings 
crashed 
down the hillside in a chain 
reaction. 
Authorities estim ated from 12 
to 15 persons had been rescued 
from the apartment houses but 
there was no definite figure. 
“ I believe there must be tens 
of others buried in the 
wreck­ 
age,” said Dr. Eider L ettieri, 
the first doctor to reach the dis­ 
aster scene. 
The continuous rains caused 
the death of at least 13 other 
persons, most of them ir.

homeless throughout 
the state of Guanabara.

Gov. Francisco Negrao de

RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil AP 
— A house and two apartment 
buildings collapsed like falling 
dominoes down a hillside in a 
fashionable Rio suburb Sunday 
night after 24 hours of rain. 
By midmorning 
today 
22 
bodies ha d been recovered from 
the huge pile of debris, firemen 
at the scene said, but there was 
no reliable information on the 
number of persons missing. 
Newspapers 
and neighbors 
speculated that as many as IOO 
persons might have been buried 
when the buildings 
crashed 
down the hillside in a chati, 
reaction. 
Authorities estimated from 12 
to 15 persons had been rescued 
from the apartment houses but 
there was no definite figure. 
**I l>elieve there must be tens 
of others buried In the 
wreck­ 
age,** said Dr. Elder Lettierl, 
the first doctor to reach the dis­ 
aster scene. 
The continuous rains caused 
the death of at least 13 other 
persons, most of them lr. Rio*s 
hillside slums, and left more 
than 675 
homeless throughout 
tile state of Guanabara. 
A hundred persons were re­ 
ported Injured in a train derail­ 
ment between 
Rio and 
Sao 
Paulo. 
Gov. Francisco Negrao de 
Lima said quick action in clear­ 
ing blocked storm drains helped 
hold 
down the death toll. He 
said the downpour was heavier 
than tile heaviest rains of tile 
four • day deluge of January 
I960 which took the lives of 184 
Rio residents* 
Heavy rains 
last 
month 
caused floods 
and landslides 
which killed 600 person In the 
mountains west of Rio. 
Almost 
seven inches of rain 
fell in Rio from midnight Satur­ 
day until noon Sunday, and no 
letup was predicted for today.

U.S. Bombing Not

McNamara emphasized, “I 
don’t believe any amount of 
bombing, within practical lim­ 
its, of North Vietnam woald

McNamra acknowledged that 
UJ>. planners lave taken many 
targets in Hanoi off the bombing 
lists to avoid civilian casual­ 
ties. 
“ We seek to minimize those 
and have removed targets from 
Ute list because of excessive 
risk to civilians.”

Jim Garrison, betting his in­ 
vestigators can prove a con­ 
spiracy In New Orleans led to 
the death of President John F'. 
Kennedy, spurned a suggestion 
lie give his facts to the VS, at­ 
torney general who could pass 
it on to President Johnson. 
“ I am running this Investiga­ 
tion, not the President, not the 
attorney general,” said Garri­ 
son. 
“ I’m in charge of the opera­ 
tion and we’ve made a lot of 
progress working this way. Sol 
don’t 
propose 
to make any 
changes that might result in a 
slowdown and make us less ef­ 
fective.** 
Asked what the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation Is doing 
about Garrison's probe, an FBI 
spokesman said, “the only thing 
I can say regarding any ques­ 
tions 
about 
tliat 
is, 
*no 
comment.* ** 
After New Orleans newspa­ 
pers broke the story of his in­ 
vestigation on Friday,Garrison 
said “ Irresponsible release of 
so many details” would delay 
the arrests he said would

forthcoming. 
The release of details and 
names, he said, “las now creat­ 
ed a proolem for us in finding 
witnesses and getting coopera­ 
tion from other witnesses and in 
at least one case has endan­ 
gered the life of a witness — a 
possible witness — so that what­ 
ever timetable we might have 
lad before is somewhat extend­ 
ed now.”

Just what does he know at 
this point? 
“ Well, I can't sum it up in 
terms of individuals or what 
might turn out to be evidence. I 
can say that we have been in­ 
vestigating the role of the city 
of New Orleans In the assassi­ 
nation of President Kennedy, 
and we have made some prog­ 
ress — I think substantial prog­ 
ress. At least we were making 
progress until the newspapers 
revealed a number of details. 
“ We were keeping it confi­ 
dential and were hoping to keep 
It confidential until the time 
came to make some arrests.” 
The district attorney refused 
to go into the question of wheth­ 
er only Lee Harvey Oswald was 
involved in the assassination of 
Kennedy in Dallas Nov. 22,1963. 
“ I’d rather not comment on 
tlat,” Garrison said. 
“ I will say this, tlat from our 
inquiry into the matter, there is 
no question at all that other in­ 
dividuals were involved In the 
initial planning in the New Or­ 
leans area which culminated in 
Hie death of President Kenne­ 
dy.” 
In Miami, a Cuban exile, Ber­ 
nard Torres, 32, who helped Hie 
Secret Service guard President 
Kennedy in Miami four days 
before the assassination, said 
Garrison lad engaged him to 
look into the background of 
some Cubans reported to have 
been with Oswald shortly before 
Ute shooting in Dullas. 
Torres said he believes the 
Warren commission — which 
said its exiaustive investigation 
showed there was no credible 
evidence that anyone else was 
implicated —- will be proved 
incomplete.

Unidentified flying objects are reported sighted 
at some point in the United States almost daily. 
After a flurry several years ago, little 
was 
heard of them until recently. Interest has been 
revived. 
The air force has debunked them for years with 
a variety of explanations of what people were 
really seeing. Many persons do not accept them. 
So many objects are flying around in the atmos­ 
phere these days that vagueness about any single 
occurrence may be understandable. 
Some of these objects have been identified as 
swamp gas, airplanes, a meteor and more re­ 
cently a piece of a Russian rocket. 
The air force keeps a file of sightings and this 
must have grown into one of the largest volumes 
on record. 
It has been reluctant to authorize any study of 
the sightings for fear it would lend official 
credibility to flying saucer reports. 
It is now casting aside this reservation and 
making a move which deserves public support. 
The air force has signed a contract with the 
University of Colorado for a 15-month study of 
the flying saucers. 
To avoid any charges that

Writing in Traffic Safety, a publication of the 
National Safety Council, Lt. Cmdr. R. D. Bishop 
suggests that efforts to excel in exacting inter­ 
school competition would make youngsters alert 
and precise drivers. 
He offers these definitions of the events he would 
like 
to 
see take 
their place with football, 
swimming and the shot put in high school sports 
programs: 
The rally is a time-speed-distance navigational 
contest with each car crewed by a driver and a 
navigator. The team must maintain a specified 
average speed while negotiating a round-about - 
route. 
The gymkhana is aclosed-course driving-skill 
event that involves maneuvering through a course 
marked out by obstacles - a sort of slalom for 
cars. Events like these are often held in super­ 
market or shopping center parking lots. 
Unlike their European counterparts, American 
rallies and gymkhanas are designed for any type 
car with a minimum of equipment. 
“A rally teaches a driver to control his car 
smoothly and precisely while closely observing 
the road and surrounding landmarks,” writes 
Cmdr. Bishop. He notes that rallies also teach 
drivers to maintain average speeds, and that 
gymkhanas show young drivers how to solve 
various control problems. 
“If this 
national rally-gymkhana program 
reaches full development along the lin e s of a new 
inter-scholastic sport, additional benefits will 
accrue,..for once, there will be respect for the 
exceptionally good driver and a general under­ 
standing of the techniques he has mastered,” 
i..dr Bishop.

The payroll deduction for your Social Security 
has been increased starting January 1, 1967, to 
4.4 per cent based on earnings up to $6,600.

All bridges will be painted which aren’t two 
feet wider than the road.

The use by the state of reflectorized paint 
probably is its way of saying welcome to the 
company, whose headquarters are in St. Paul.

How CIA 'Works’ With Amer­ 
ican Labor Leaders. 
Washington, D. C.: - Cer- 
tainly the Central Intelligence 
Agency and the American labor 
movement have cooperated. 
Alliances 
between 
the in­ 
telligence communities 
and 
union federations 
are stan­ 
dard operating procedure in 
virtually all the free nations of 
the globe. 
There must be such 
joint 
action in order to neutralize the 
Communist 
World Federation 
of Trade Unions (WFTU) head­ 
quartered in Prague. This WF- 
TU is the “ conduit of Commu­ 
nist money and manpower pour­ 
ing into all continents 
in 
a 
drive to capture unions 
and 
sabotage 
democratic govern­ 
ments,” former CIA Director 
Allen Dulles once told me. 
Inside American labor, 
co­ 
operation with the CIA pri­ 
vately is considered a badge 
of honor. There’s 
been such 
intimate relations between the 
two apparatuses on a vast inter­ 
national front - and with labor 
leaders headquartered in Wash­ 
ington, New York, Chicago, De­ 
troit, San Francisco and even 
Denver. 
Not too many years ago, for 
example, the CIA was directed 
to thwart heavily financed Com­ 
munist efforts to 
seize 
oil 
workers 
unions in the Mid­ 
west. If the 
WFTU’s Moham­ 
medan section could have pulled 
this coup, the Soviets would 
have been in a position to throt­ 
tle much of the oil and fuel 
flow 
to the entire free world. 
The CIA did what comes na­ 
turally. It contacted 
U.S. La­ 
bor leaders. This is not diffi­ 
cult for the CIA — it certainly 
has a fine labor division, or­ 
ganized in the late forties. 
There was •• and is — one 
small national union which was 
just the outfit to move into the 
fight. It did. 
But during this period 
its 
erudite president came up for 
re • election. He won. It takes 
money to run union campaigns. 
The incumbent obtained funds 
from labor sources, much the 
same as his colleagues found 
such financing available ever 
since the ladies garment work­ 
ers’ 
Dave 
Dublnsky helped 
Walter Reuther capture 
the 
United Auto Workers back in 
1946 in Atlantic City. 
As a result of the victory of 
the 
CIA’s 
friend,

that his campaign was 
financed by the “ invisible gov­ 
ernment” - which even Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr. says does not 
exist. 
The chap most responsible for 
spreadlng this story is the in­

the 59 - year - old Walter. 
Victor has spoken of it free­ 
ly. He protests what he terms 
i& CIA intei fei euce in the Amer­ 
ican labor movement.

The 
gentleman from Arkansas says

The other day I talked with 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy. He as­ 
serted he would push for a probe 
of the story because he feels 
“ CIA has gotten careless about 
domestic affairs.” 
“ I’m concerned about 
the 
domestic CIA activities,” said 
the sol on from Minnesota. “ I 
want to knew if the CIA has in­ 
terfered in the domestic labor 
movements 
or if it has con­ 
fined itself to the international 
field alone. 
“ If 
the latter is true, I’m 
not concerned too much with 
foreign operations. But I want 
to know.” 
Probably the House Commit­ 
tee on Education and Labor will 
take a good look, too, if some 
of its members, such as Frank 
Thompson, chairman of

In Ethiopia Emperor 
Haile 
Selassie has pledged 
to do­ 
nate 3,000 square meters on 
which the council will build a 
labor 
headquarters for CELU 
— Confederation of Ethiopian 
Labor Unions - which has two 
small offices and three type­ 
writers when I was there. But 
it will be a free labor move­ 
ment. 
American 
labor 
action is 
panoramic. 
Im Mombasa, Kenya, the in­ 
ternational longshoremen have 
a 
dockwalloping team teach­ 
ing the Africans how to run an 
efficient waterfront. In Nairo­ 
bi there is an American • fi­ 
nanced sewing 
factory; 
in 
Kampala, Uganda, there is 
a 
labor college; in Lagos there 
is a machine and automotive 
labor parts school; in Zambia 
the AFL-CIO is aiding Presi­ 
dent Kenneth Kaunda, one ofthe 
best friends the UJ5. has. 
In Latin-America, the coun­ 
cil’s counterpart, the Ameri­ 
can 
Institute 
for Free Labor 
Development, launched by la­ 
bor and management (GM and 
the Grace Co., for example), 
is building three • room apart­ 
ments which can be bought for 
$380 down and $24.18 a month. 
Disease, hunger and hopeless­ 
ness are fought as well as the 
Communists. 
I have been there. I have 
spoken to the hopeless one year 
and found them strong, free men 
the next.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
Unidentified flying objects a r e reported sighted 
at some point in the United States almost daily. 
After a flurry several years ago, little 
was 
heard of them until recently. Interest has been 
revived. 
The air force has debunked them for years with 
a variety of explanations of what people were 
really seeing. Many persons do not accept them. 
So many objects are flying around in the atmos­ 
phere these days that vagueness about any single 
occurrence may be understandable. 
Some of these objects have been identified as 
swamp gas, airplanes, a meteor and more re­ 
cently a piece of a Russian rocket. 
The air force keeps a file of sightings and this 
must have grown into one of the largest volumes 
on record. 
It has been reluctant to authorize any study of 
the sightings for fear it would lend official 
credibility to flying saucer reports. 
It is now casting aside this reservation and 
making a move which deserves public support. 
The air force has signed a contract with the 
University of Colorado for a 15-month study of 
the flying saucers. 
To avoid any charges that 
it influenced the finds or in any way prejudiced 
the study, the National Academy of Science has 
agreed to review' the results. 
There have been frequent charges that the air 
force “knew all about flying saucers but would 
not tell the public.** 
The new approach, w hich has been a long time 
in coming, should reduce a credibility gap in the 
federal establishment, which existed long before 
the Americans were familiar with the term.

A Navy officer proposes that

scholastic sports. 
Writing in Traffic Safety, a publication of the 
National Safety Council, Lt. Cmdr. R. D. Bishop 
suggests that efforts to excel in exacting inter­ 
school competition would make youngsters alert 
and precise drivers. 
He offers these definitions of the events he would 
like 
to 
see take 
their place with football, 
swimming and the shot put in high school sports 
programs: 
The rally is a tiine-speed-distance navigational 
contest with each car crewed by a driver and a 
navigator. The team must maintain a specified 
average speed while negotiating a round-about- 
route. 
The gymkhana is a closed-course driving-skill 
event that involves maneuvering through a course 
marked out by obstacles - a sort of slalom for 
cars. Events like these are often held in super­ 
market or shopping center parking lots. 
Unlike their European counterparts, American 
rallies and gymkhanas are designed for any type 
car with a minimum of equipment, 
‘A rally teaches a driver to control his car 
smoothly and precisely while closely observing 
the road and surrounding landmarks,** writes 
Cmdr, Bishop. He notes that rallies also teach 
drivers to maintain average speeds, and that 
gymkhana show young drivers how to solve 
various control problems. 
lf 
this 
national rally-gymkhana program 
reaches full development along the lines of a new 
inter-.scholastic sport, additional benefits v/ill 
accrue...for once, there will be respect for the 
exceptionally good driver and a general under­ 
standing of the techniques he lias mastered,’*

MAKES YOU WONDER, DOESN’T IT? 
The payroll deduction for your Social Security 
has been increased starting January I, 1967, to 
4.4 per cent based on earnings up to $6,600. 
Since the Standard makes an equal contribution 
to your Social Security, the company’s payment 
will also increase on that date. 
In 1966, you paid 4.2 per cent on $6,600 or a 
total of $277.20 to the Social Security fund. In 
1967, with the .2 per cent increase, you will pay 
$290.40 into the fund. If you make $6,600 or more 
a year, you and the company put in $580.80 
each year as a total. 
Let’s explore this payment a little further. 
Suppose you just started work here and your 
age was 21, and suppose you work until you are 
65. 
If there were no more increases in Social Se­ 
curity payments, that would mean total contribu­ 
tions by you and the company of $25,555.20 during 
the 44 years of your employment. 
If the contributions were placed in a trust fund 
accruing 4 per cent interest per year, the interest 
over 44 years would amount to approximately 
$22,500. That means at age 65, you would have at 
least $48,055 in your account. With that amount 
of money in the bank drawing 4 per cent interest, 
you could withdraw $160 per month for the rest 
of your life in interest alone and never touch the 
principal. 
If you chose to spend all you had accumulated 
in your account, you could draw about $560 a 
month for IO years before you ran out of funds 
and in addition you could work and earn as much 
as you pleased without losing this income! 
The maximum amount payable now under So­ 
cial Security is between $124.00 and $135.90 a 
month.

flectorized paint these days. 
There is a proposal before the legislature to 
use the paint on automobile license plates and to 
require motorists to display the plates on the 
front and rear of cars instead of using a single 
plate. 
Reflectorized paint not only makes the plates 
easier to read at night, it is a safety factor. 
Minnesota 
discovered that the plates, 
which 
gleam when a light shines on them, 
reduced 
rear end collisions. 
Missouri’s narrow highway bridges are being 
outlined with reflective paint under a 
new’ 
safety program by the state highway depart­ 
ment. 
The paint will be used on 3,200 bridges. It 
is being applied to end posts and the edge of 
bridge railings. 
The project is expected to cost $90,000. 
The painted areas are visible at night 
as 
soon as car’s headlights shine on them giving 
its driver an immediate view of the 
bridge 
outline. 
All bridges will be painted which aren’t two 
feet wider than the road. 
This spurt in interest in reflectorized paint 
probably is no coincidence. 
Minnesota Mining and Manufacturing is lo­ 
cating a new reflectorized materials manu­ 
facturing plant in Nevada, Mo. 
The use by the state of reflectorized paint 
probably is its way of saying welcome to the 
company, whose headquarters are in St. Paul. 
All Missourians approve of the greeting.

Drivers traveling 20 mph below

speed have 
twice 
as many accidents 
as 
drivers 
going 20 mph above 
it. 
Safety experts now rate 
the slowpoke 
more 
deadly 
than the drinker or the speeder. 
Electronic tim ers set up 
to 
measure average traffic speed 
show that m otorists driving the 
average speed have an accident 
rate 
slightly less 
than IOO 
crashes per IOO million miles of 
driving measured. At 20 mph 


below the average 
speed, the 
accident 
rate shoots 
up to 
1,050. 
At 
20 mph above the 
average speed, the 
accident 
rate is about 500 — less than 
half that of slow drivers. 
As speed decreases, number 
of accidents increases. At 30 
mph below average speed, the 
accident rate soars to 8,000. 
The theory now is that it is 
not the speed but the variance 
of speeds on a 
highway that 
m atters. 
If all cars traveled 
at about the same speed, they 
would never overtake 
and 
pass one 
another 
and there 
would be far fewer mishaps. 
Statistics 
are 
difficult 
to 
gather on the 
slow 
driver 
because he often goads others 
into 
impatience - and 
acci­ 
dents. The slowpoke

The good driver always keeps 
the cars around him in mind.

nist money and manpower pour­ 
ing into all continents

drive to capture unions 
and

Allen Dulles once told me.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Claim 
every exemption you rightfully 
can in filing your 1966 income 
tax return since each one means 
$600 knocked off your taxable 
Income. 
This Is true for yourself, your 
wife, and your dependents. But 
the rules on exemptions vary, 
particularly the rules on de­ 
pendents. 
A wife is not 
con­ 
sidered a dependent for income 
tax purposes. 
Everyone filing a return gets 
$600 exemption for himself if 
he is under 65, $1,200 if he is 
65 or older, and an extra $600 
if he is blind. He gets the same 
for his wife but only up to a 
point. 
He gets a $600 exemption for 
his wife only if she files 
a 
Joint return with him, whether 
or not she had income or, if 
she had no income, she fails to 
file jointly with him and she is 
not a dependent of another tax­ 
payer. 
If she had $600 or more in­ 
come, she must file a return, 
either separately or jointly with 
her 
husband. 
If she files 
separately, she takes her $6Q0 
exemption on her return, he 
takes his on his return. 
If a wife had any income at 
all - say it was less than $600 
and therefore didn’t require a 
return from her - her husband 
can claim no exemption for her 
unless she files jointly with 
him. 
Failure to file jointly 
in a case like that is throwing 
away all or a part of a $600 
exemption. 
If the wife died any time 
in 
1966 and the husband did not 
rem arry in that year, he can 
claim a $600 exemption for her 
and file a joint return. So much 
on married couples. 
Now for dependents. 
A de­ 
pendent could be your 
child, 
stepchild, adopted child, parent, 
or some other relative, or even 
a friend. 
But you get no extra 
exemption for a dependent be­ 
cause he is over 65 or blind. 
There is one well-known te st- 
called the support test - 
on 
whether you can claim a per­ 
son as a dependent: 
Did you 
contribute more than half his 
support in 1966? 
For instance: You can claim 
as a dependent your child who 
was born or died in 1966, if you 
met the test for that part of the 
year in which he lived, even if 
a new-born child lived only a 
minute. 
But you cannot claim 
as a dependent a stillborn child, 
which means dead when born. 
Age 19 is 
important in de­ 
ciding whether you can claim 
a child, adopted child or step­ 
child as a dependent. 
Remember: Anyone under or 
over 19 who had $600 or more 
income of his own in 1966 must 
file his own return and take his 
own exemption on that return. 
But- 
Suppose you had an under-19 
child for whom you met the sup­ 
port test. You could claim him 
as a dependent, take a $600 or 
more income and taken his own 
$600 exemption on his return- 
and you wouldn't have to report 
his income on your income. 
The test there is whether you 
contributed more than half the 
support of this under-19 child. 
But the rule is different if he 
was 19 or over and had $600 
or more income, even though 
in his case you also met the 
support here. 
In his case you 
couldn’t 
claim him as a dependent - 
even though you contributed to 
more than half his support - 
unless he was a full-time stu­ 
dent. 
And he couldn't be con­ 
sidered one if he had a full­ 
time Job during the day and went 
to school at night or 
took 
correspondence courses. 
But you could claim a $600 
exemption for him if 
he 
3uallfled as a full-time stu- 
ent • no matter how much hts 
Income - and got more 
than 
half his support from you. 
Suppose your dependent child 
won a scholarship. 
You 
can 
Ignore Its value In 
figuring 


whether you paid more 
half your child’s support. 
You could claim a friend 
a dependent if he lived 
your home the full year 
you met the support test.
